WASHINGTON, April 7.—"Complete socialism of industry” 
in Hungary is the description of conditions in that country re- 
corded in the Dutch press and forwarded to the State Department 
today. 

The report says that a division of house furniture is being 
carried out; that divorce and similar problems are being met by 
the practical elimination of all restrictions, and that religious in- 
struction in the schools has been abolished and replaced by in- 
struction in the history of the revolution and purposes of com- 
munism. 

It further is reported that a Red army is being formed rap- 
idly and that the remainder of the population is being disarmed 
under threat of severe punishment for noncompliance.

NEW YORK, April 7.—The convoy 
system which many naval men had 
termed impracticable overcame the 
German submarine menace and fig- 
ured tremendously in the winning of 
the war, Rear-Admiral William 8. 
Sima, commander-in-chief of the 
American navy'’s forces in European 
waters, declared today on his ar- 
rival here aboard the British liner 
Mauretania. 

Depth charges and listening de- 
vices, he said, contributed materially 
to success in maintaining practicaily 
unbroken the trans-Atlantic “bridge” 
of transports and supply ships es- 
sential to the Allied victcry, as did 
the “magnificent work" of the mer- 
chant seamen, who “took their car- 
goes across, convoy or no convoy.” 
But it was the convoying scheme, 
worked out to a fine detail by the 
combined fleets of the associated 
powers, the officer asserted, which 
made possible the transportation 
and supplying of the great Ameri- 
can force whose a in wat 
tle with the Allies tu the tide 
against the German in on the, 
western front.

to another power. Thus every treaty 
state is entitled to the benefit of 
China's 5 per cent. ad valorem tariff, 
whereas among the various powers 
themselves such tariff reductions or 
exemptione are placed on a recip- 
rocal or compensatory basis. 

“Nominally the treaty tariff is 
based on 5 per cent. ad valorem, 
but actually it is scarcely 3 per cent. 
ad valorem. Under the circum- 
stances, financially as well as eco- 
nomically, the losses and hardships 
occasioned to the Chinese people 
have been almost incalculable. 

“This state of affaires has been 
going on for the |! sixty years, 
and should not be allowed to con- 
tinue any longer, since it is fatal to 
China’s development, and calamitous 
to the rest of the world, économical- 
ly as well as politically. 

“We, therefore, pray that the as- 
sociated and Allied governments will 
agree to forego their treaty privi- 
leges and restore to China the same 
right of fiscal automomy as is ¢n- 
joyed by themeelves, as well as other 
independent nations, so that+we may 
develop our industries, manufactures 
and natural resources, become bet- 
ter consumers of the world’s com- 
modities, and as a people, constitut- 
ing one-fourth of the world’s popu- 
lation, contribute our share to the 
and civilization .of man-

“Following the action of the 
Supreme Court, the defendant 
has indulged in violent public 
criticism of the American courts 
of justice and practically defied 
the power of the government to 
administer the law against him. 
In a public ‘speech made at 
Cleveland, March 1, he said: 
"With every drop in my veins IT 
despise their law and defy 
them.” A few days ago he de- 
clared that if an attempt is 
made to imprison him he will 
have a general strike called in 
support of his attitude. 

“In this situation my duty is 
clear. Respect for the law and 
our institutions is the basis upon 
which every application for exe- 
cutive clemency must rest. 
Open defiance of the law and 
threat of force to obstruct its 
orderly administration call for 
only one answer. The law must 
be respected and obeyed. To 
make sure of that, it must be 
enforced. I would be doing a 
grievous wrong to the country 
and striking a blow at law en- 
forcement if I adopted any 
course which would interfere 
with the normal administration 
of justice in this case.”

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JAPAN SEEKING 
TO AID KOREA. 


Member of Government Says 
Reforms Under Way. 


Policy is Consonant with 
Spirit of the Age. 


Revolutionist Says Country is 
to be Christian. 


TBY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES). 

SEOUL, Tuesday, April 1.—Dis- 
cussing the Korean insurrection to- 
day, Katasoa Usami, chief of the 
home department of the Korean 
government-general, said the Ko- 
reans had two grievances—discrimi- 
natory treatment and little hope for 
advancement. 

He declared the Japanese govern- 
ment is seeking to abolish discrimi- 
nation but said the Koreans lack 
qualifications as compared with the 
Japanese and that all bars could not 
be let down at once. M. Usami ad- 
mitted that Koreans do not receive 
the same wages as are given Japa- 
nese for the same work, but insisted 
this was due to inferior capacity 
and that, in addition, the Koreans 
could live more cheaply than Japa- 
nese. 

PREPARING REFORMS. 
“The government was preparing 
to institute reforms when the up- 
risings began,” he said. “It wants 
to give Koreans the same chance of 
advancement as is accorded’ the 
Japanese and five Korean governors 
and many district magistrates and 
councillors have been appointed. Ad- 
visory committees for cities have 
been instituted and the svstem will 
be extended to villages for the pur- 
pose of establishing facilities for 
the people to express their wishes.” 

M. Usami added that he personal- 
ly did not believe it possible to 
grant the right of free speech, be- 
cause the Koreans are “easily mis- 
led.” He declared, however, that 
the government while not prepared 
to establish a representative govern- 
ment “must adopt liberal policies 
in consonance with the spirit of the 


MISSIONARIES COMPLAIN. 
Seoul newspapers say that letters 
have been received from missionar- 
les complaining of the harsh treat- 
ment by gendarmes and policemen 
of people en ed in demonstra- 
tions. Kt is id that witnesses of 
these incidents have condemned the 
part played by “Japanese civilians.” 
This apparently refers to the appear- 
ance in the streets of Seoul of Japa- 
nese armed with clubs. It is ad- 
mitted that many complaints against 
the police have been made, but it is 
remarked that the goverpment -has 
ordered the officers deal as leni- 
ently: as possible with. disorderly 
persons.

Some fear of open conflicts 
between the Japanese and Koreans 
is expressed.

| TO BE CHRISTIAN NATION. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

’ WASHINGTON, April 7.—Dr. 
Syngeman Rhee, who, according to 
cable dispatches from Shanghai has 
been named Secretary of State of a 
Korean provisional revolutionary 
government established in Manchur- 
ia, issued a statement here today in 
which he declared it the intention 
of the leaders of the movement to 
make a Christian country out of 
Korea “once it is free of Japan.” 

“This,” said the statment, “would 
make Korea the first independent 
country in Asia to become Christian. 

LEADERS NOT HEATHEN. 

“Koreans will not stand for a hea- 
then autocratic government like that 
of Japan. They have been trained 
under American Christian influence 
and the leaders are all imbued with 
American democratic ideas. Seven 
of the eight members of the Cabinet 
of the provisional government are 
Christians and our government will 
naturally follow the American form 
of government as nearly as it can 
be done. 
“Koreans are united in their de- 
mand for democratic Christian gov- 
ernment like that of the United 
tates. Hatred of idol wership is 
at the bottom of the detestation 
which Koreans fee! for Japanese au- 
thority, which requires worship of 
the Mikado’s tmage. Hundreds of 
tim have Christian students in 
Korean schools, when forced to the 
public celebration of the Mikado’s 
birthday, refused to bow their heads 
before this image because it is 
egainst the teaching of the second 
commandment and for their con- 
sciences’ sake suffered arrest or tor- 
ture. | 

BUFFER LIKE BELGIUM. 
“America should help our cause 
for her own sake.

The atrocities perpetrated by the 
Bolsheviki in Bethonia are described 
in the report by an Esthonian rep- 
resentative at Copenhagen.

The estimate as to the state of trafle 
conditions «in Central Russia in 
October last is given.

A financial] statement furnished to 
the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee and to the Senate 
Finance Committee by ‘the State 
Board of Contro] shows that if the 
orphans’ aid bill and the measure 
increasing the elementary school ap- 
portionment are passed by the Leg- 
islature there will be no money 
avellable for nonbudget appropria- 
tion bills aggregating moro than 
$15,000,000 unless special ppro- 
priation measures,” regarded as es- 
sential and recommended by 
budget. board, are reduced, if a 
State surplus above $1,000,000 is to 
be maintained. 

King’s resolution provides for the 
appointment of two members each 
from the Senate and Assembly to

Senator Inman was granted 
today permission to have his joint 
resolution urging American dele- 
gates to oppose the Japanese pro- 
posal for free immigration made «@ 
special order of business tomorrow 
morning. He also announced that 
immediately after the resolutior?# was 
disposed of he would ask the Sen- 
ate to take up again consideration 
of his request for permission to in- 
troduce a bill prohibiting Japanese 
from leasing agricultural lands in 
California. 

Senator Breed expressed the opin- 
jon that Inman could not renew 
discussion. of the bill at this time 
because the Senate had voted to 
suspend action until the American 
omen delegates had been heard 


om. 

“It is my intention to ask the 
Senate to take this bi'l off the ta- 
ble at that time,” Inman said. 
“When we voted to suspend action 
we did not intend to let this lay on 
the table for six months. E 

“By tomorrow morning four days 
will have elapsed since we cabled 
the peace delegates for their views, 
and I do not intend to wait until the 
session over for an answer.” 

In the meantime an effort will be 
made by Joseph A Beek; secretary 
of the Senate, to learn whether the 
cablegram has been delivered. The 
Senate passed shortly before ad- 
journment today a resolution in- 
structing Beek to make inquiry of 
the telegraph company 

BANK BILL PASSED. 

A bill by Senator McDonald pro- 
hibiting the appointment of agents 
or employees of State banks and 
subsidiary corporations dominated 
or controlied by State banks as gen- 
etal agents, managerial agents, or 
department managers of fire insur- 
ance companies, was today 
by the Senate, 24 to 12. 

Charges that the bill “was aimed 
at the Bank of Italy” and that it 
“would aid the insurance people in 
establishing a monopoly” were made 
by Senator Nealon, who led the op- 
position to the bill. 

Senator McI°onald declared 
bill “would prevent a monopoly of 
the insurance business.” 

“If banks are permitted to do an 
insurance business through auxiliary 
companies they could prevent bor- 
rowers from transferring their pol- 
icles from an auxiliary company to 
some other insurancs company,” he 
sal 


Senator Kehoe opposed the bill as 
one that was not in the interest of 
the people, “buf in the interest of 
the insurance companies.”

EMERGENCY WORK BILL 
UP TO ASSEMBLY. 


EMPLOYMINT DURING PE- 
RIODS OF DEPRESSION. 


(BY 4. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, April 7.—Creation 
of an emergency public works com- 
mission to relieve conditions of un- 
usual unemployment, when such 
shall be found to exist, was proposed 
in a bill introduced in the Assembly 
by Miss Broughton. 

The bill would make effective one 
of the recommendations of the joint 
legislative unemployment investigat- 
ing committee, of which Miss 
Broughton was the chairman. It em- 
bodieg a modification of the Pennsyl- 
vania plan for preparing State con- 
struction projects to be pressed dur- 
ing periods of financial depression 
and consequent unemployment. 
The proposed emergency public 
works commission would be coni- 
posed of the Governor, State Con- 
troller, Engineer and Labor Commie- 
sioner, the chairman of the Highway 
the Immigration and Housing Com- 
Commission, and the secretary of 
mission. e bil would direct thie 
commission to obtain forthwith from 
State boards and agencies tentative 
plans for extension of public works 
of the State with estimates of the 
kind of work to be employed on 
such work, the period of such em- 
Ployment and the wages which 
might be paid. 

The Labor, Immigration and Hous- 
ing and the Industrial Welfare cam- 
missions, under Miss Broughton's 
plan, would report to the Governor 
when any condition of extraordinary 
unemployment developed, and the 
emergency board would then set in 
motion through distribution of 
“emergency public funds’ the con- 
struction work prepared in advance. 
Citizens of six months’ or more 
residence in California would. be list- 
ed by the Labor Commissioner and 
transferred to the jobs undertaken 
by the State, according to the plan.

ORDER ANSELL 
PREPARE BILL. 


Need for Change in Courts- 
Martial Admitted. 
Baker Agrees with Former 
- Judge Advocate. 


But He Refuses to Publish 
Ansell Lette. 


[BY A. NIGHT WIRE} 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Lieut.- 
Col. Ansell, former acting Judge Ad- 
vocate General and one of the lead- 
ers in the controversy over courts- 
martial procedure, has been directed 
by Secretary Baker to prepare and 
submit a bill which tn his opinion 
would correct deficiencies in the ex- 
isting military justice system. 

The Secretary's order, under date 
of April 5, was made public today 


by the War Department. At the 
same time annouricement was made 
that Secretary Baker had refused 
for the second time to make public 
the recent communication of Col. 
Ansell replying to statements made 
by Maj.-Gen. Crowder, Judge Advo- 
cate General. 
CONCURS IN SUGGESTIONS. 
The Secretary's order, which is in 
the form of regular departmental 
communication, signed by the Aéd- 
jutant-General, through whom it 
wae transmitted, follows: 
“The Secretary of War acknow!- 
edges the receipt through military 
channels of the first paragraph of 
the indorsement made by Lieut.-Col. 
Ansell under the date of April 2, 
dealing with the subject of proposed 
changes in the eystem of military 
ustice. The suggestions made by 
ieut.-Col. Ansell are entirely appro- 
priate in form and substance, and 
merit earnest consideration, whict. 
they will receive. With many of the 
suggestions the Secretary of War 
finds himself in hearty concurrence, 
if in fact, exieting statute law is Jje- 
ective in the particular suggested 
the proposed changes. In order 
hat the subject may be fully con- 
idered dnd the views of Lieut.-Col. 
neell adequately studied it is 4i- 
rected that Lieut.-Col. Ansell pre- 
pare and submit to the Secretary of 
War at the earliest possible date a 
draft of such «a bill as in his opinion 
would be adopted to cagry into ef- 
fect the ideas expressed in the first 
peragraph of his indorsement. 
RETURNS COMMUNICATION. 
“With regard to the second para- 
graph of the indorsement, which 
calls for this memorandum, the Sec- 
retary of War declines to receive of- 
fially the communication herewith 
returned. The communication § in 
question has already been published, 
and there is, therefore, no point in 
seeking to use the Secretary of War 
as a medium of publicity. The resort 
to personal comment in connection 
with this subject matter was not be- 
gun by Gen. Crowder. It plainly 
would have been more fitting and 
appropriate if never begun by any- 
body. It has certainly been carried 
far enough by everybody. 
“The Secretary of War assumes 
Lieut.-Col. Ansell’y carnest desire is 
to concentrate public attention and 
official attention upon the Improve- 
ment of the aystem of military jus- 
tice, and is quite sure that a single- 
minded and unbiased consideration 
of that subject can best be assured 
by the abatement of further persona! 
discussion and unanimity of effort 
to work out the best results for the 
system which we all desire to im- 
prove.” 
PUBLICATION UNAUTHOREED. 
The publication of this order by 
the department follows the wuhau- 
thorized publication of the Secre- 
tary’s note returning Col. Ansell the 
communication submitted by the of- 
ficer in reply to certain statements 
made by Gen. Cpowder. In that 
communication, Mr. Baker declined 
to receive the paper as not being in 
proper form and not addressed t« 
the discussion of the subject of mili- 
tary justice, but to personal differ- 
ences between the two officers. 
Col. Ansell’'s second conwnunica- 
tion, primarily devoted to a re- 
statement in positive terme of his 
objections te the army legal system, 
was published at the same time as 
was Secretary Baker's note. The sec- 
ond paragraph of the second Ansell 
communication, to which the state- 
ment refers, again urged that the 
department make public the letter 
in reply to Gen. Crowder. 
PERSHING WINS POINT. 
Reguiations limiting Gen. Per- 
shing's authority over court-martial 
proceedings abroad to which the 
general objected have been revoked. 
An amengment to general order $4 
of 1917, published today by the War 
Department, shows that the language 
making mandatory on the com- 
manderse recommendations of the 
acting Judge Advocate General in 
France that sentences be set aside. 
disapproved or modified has bee 
stricken out. 
Gen. Pershing protested that this 
language took out of his hands con- 
trol of the disciplinary system of 
the army abroad and lodged fina! 
authority In the hands of the acting 
Judge Advocate General. The order 
amended played a part in the mili- 
tary justice controversy and was 
drawn up during the incumbency of 
Lieut.-Col. Samuel T. Ansell, as act- 
ing Judge Advocate General.

ASSEMBLY TURNS DOWN 
INSURANCE FUND BILL. 


PRENDERGASTS MEASURE TO 
TRANSFER STATB COMPEN-_ 
SATION DEFEATED. 


A&A P. NIGHT WIRE) 
SACRAMENTO, April 7.—Assem- 
blyman Prendergast’s bill to trans- 
fer administration of the State com- 
pensation insurance fund from the 
Industrial Accident Commission to 4 
beard composed of the Governor, 


Controller and Treasurer, failed of 
passage, 39 to 44, in the Assembly 
today. 

The vote followed a three-hour 
debate in which Bennett said the 
measure was “of the insurance com- 
panies, by the insurance companies 
and for the insurance compenies,” 
and Greene charged that “strings 
were being ‘pulled’ to maintain the 
commission's control of the fund.” 
“The issue is simply this,” said 
Ekeward in urging passage of the 
Prendergast bill: “Shall the Indus- 
trial Accident Commission be judge 
and jury of the compensation fund? 
The present arrangement is unfair 
inasmuch as the law requires cities 
and public bodies to tneure with the 
State fund and not with private com- 
panies.” 

Manning said the proposed trans- 
fer of the fund from the Accident 
Commission to the Governor, Con- 
troller and Treasurer, would prevent 
showing favoritism to the compén- 
sation fund. 

“Wouldn't a raise in rates result 
from passage of thie bill?” Goet- 
ting asked. 

“No,” Manning replied. 

“IL look on this bill as I looked on 
the attempt to tamper with the 
eight-hour law,”’ said Hurley. “The 
insurance interests, if this bill passes, 
will come back later and try to wipe 
out the fund entirely and turn over 
the business to private concerns.” 

Greene said the fund wunder the 
Tndustrial Accident Commission was 
without proper regulation and that 
insurance companies faced unfair 
competition from fhe State. 

Gray contended the bill was 
“clearly unconstitutional.” and that 
it would throw the administration of 
the fund into politics.

BRAZIL AND BRITAIN SIGN. 
(BY & P. DAY WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Advices 
from Rio Janeiro today repofted 
that an arbitration treaty hag been 
signed by Brazil and Great Britain. 
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the Legislature and the State Recia- 
mation Board. It was a sorry day 
for the State of California when 
that Reclamation Board was formed. 
It was a sorry day when a man so 
largely interested in land in Sutter 
county was put at the head of the 
board, and it was a still sorrier day 
when the Armour interests were per- 
mitted to build the levees that have 
created all this damage.” 

When the flood came and inun- 
dated 25,000 acres of the best land 
in Sutter county, land that had 
never been in a reclamation district 
hecauge it had always been far 
above flood tide on the Sacramento 
River, when more than 200 people 
were driven from their homes and 
damages estimated at more than 
$1,000,000 had been inflicted by the 
floods; Judge K. S. Mahon of the 
Superior Court of Sutter county 
summoned a grand jury to investi- 
Sate the causes for the flood and 
fix the responsibility. 

After conducting an investigation 
that lasted over several days, dur- 
ing which members of the Roclama- 
tion Board were called as witnesses, 
the grand jury submitted a report 
making the following findings and 
recommendations: 

That the Reclamation Board 
of the State of California have 
negligently failed to administer 
the trust imposed upon. them 
and have failed -to perform 
their duties in a fair and im- 
partial manner and are dicqual- 
ifed to act in regard to Sut- 
ter-Butte by-pass project and 
that they should, therefore, 
be removed from office. 

That said State Reclamation 
Board . have aligned 
themselves with reclamation 
district 1500 and the Armour 
interests as against the land 
owners east of the by-pass and 
have unduly favored that dis- 
trict in the lands before re- 
ferred ta: 

(A) by employing attorneys 
to appear on behalf of the de- 
fendants, reclamation district 
1500, and against the plaintiffs 
in the Gray case. 

(B) By employing the consuit- 
ing engineer of reclamation dis- 
trict 1500 as their consulting 
engineer. 

That said reclamation board 
has disqualified themselves from 
levying or equalizing the 2s- 
sessment for the Sutter-Butte 
by-pess project No. 6 by con- 
tracting in writing to exempt 
certain lands of the Sutter Basin 
Company from that assessment. 

REVIEWS CASE. 

Judge Mahon ‘briefly reviewed the 
history of the project. He said the 
beginnings dated back to the time 
when Daniel Burns. the old South- 
ern Pacific bose; Max Hornline, Sac- 
ramente and San Franciseo saloon- 
keeper, and V. S. McClatchy bought 
the Rideout ranch in Sutter county. 
The ranch consisted of about 16,000 
acres of swamp and overflow lands 
in the Sutter Basin. 

en came the Capt. Jackson re- 
ort, known as House Document No. 
1 of the Federal House of Repre- 

sentatives. That was the report of 
the engineers recommending that a 


by-pass be built threugh the center) 


of Sutter Basin to care for the over- 
fow waters of the Sacramento 


The condition in.th2 Sufter delta 
is peculiar. 
will carry at flood-tide but one sev- 
enth of the flood water emptying in- 
to it from the Sacramento Basin. The 
State Legisiature of 1911 formally 
approved the building of the by-pass 
through the center of the basin. It 


was in basin that the overflow 
waters gathered every winter. 
The land was fot cultivated and 


was valued at from five to twenty 
dollars an acre. Chas. T. Leeds of 
Los Angeles was a member of the 
Capt. Jackson commission. 

Judge Mahon said that in 1912 a 
group of Sacramento capitalists be- 
gan getting options on land in the 
Sutter Basin. Gov. Johnson ap- 
pointed a Stat@ reclamation com- 
mission and put.McClatchy at- its 
head. The board took for conault- 
ing engineer E. A. Bailey, an engi- 
neer who was without experience 
in handling flood control projects. 
Then in 1915 when the Legislature 
met the Sutter county peeple heard 
that the State Reclamation Board, 
acting on a report made by Bailey, 
had recommended that the by-pass 
be not put in the hollow ¥ Sutter, 
Basin but on high ground’ t the’ 
east. 


ABTOUNDING NEWS. 
“We were astounded,” said Judge 


Mahon, “it did not seem possible. 
For it was apparent to everyone here 
that if a levee were dSuilt south of 
the Tisdafe weir in the Sacramento 
River about the whole of Sutter 
county but the Sutter Buttes would 
be flooded. 

“I made some inquiries personally 
at Sacramento. 1! found that Presi- 
dent Gerber of the pink bank of 
Sacramento had been trying to in- 
terest the Armour interests in the 
Sutter basin reelamation , project. 
Gerber represented the held@s of 
options on 50,000 acres of land in 
the heart of the basin. 

“Gerber told me himself that Ar- 
mour hed deélined to bécome inter- 
ested if the by-pass was to be built 
through the heart of the basin. di- 
viding the tract. But that hé agreed 
to if the by-pass covld 
moved over on the high grceund. 

“The people here protested to the 
Legislature but the Sacramento 
crowd under MoClatchy had full 
control. The next thing we knew 
the Legislature had formally passed 
an act locating the by-pass on high 
ground. This, of course, abscived 
the Reclamation Board’ although it 
was on the recommendations of the 
board that such action was taken. 

“The Sutter county people went 
to the Legislature in 1915 and again 
in 1917 and pleaded against the 
levees being built on the high ground 
but no heed was paid their argu- 
ments.

Replying to questions asked by 
legislators, Judge Mahon said that 
the records of Sutter county show 
that Al McCabe, former secretary of 
Gov. Johnson and now State Insur- 
ance Commissioner, and Paul Tarpe, 
bought the W. F. Hoke ranch in 
Sutter county, inthe by-pass district, 
about the time the route of the 
by-pass was changed. The ranch con- 
tains 1000 acres. 

Edward Vongelden, County Sur- 
veyor of Sutter county, volunteered 
the information that McCabe and 
Tarpe made a first payment of $30,- 
000 on the ranch. He said that 
the money was in the ferm of a 
eheck made out to McCabe and 
Tarpe by the, State Reclamation 
Board to them for easement 
over their land for the by-pass. They

“We have grown weary of going 
down to Sacramento to fight those 
millionaires,” said Arthur Coates, 
District Attorney for Sutter county. 
“We protested against the moving 
of the by-pass. We protested against 
the building of that levee south of 
the weir that caused thie flood. If 
that levee could be opened now and 
kept open there would Be no more 
danger of flood here. It would save 
that $3,000,000. But the adminis- 
tration is against it. 

“We now have a compromise by 
which the State is to build other 
levees to protect vse from the flood 
water turned on us by the Armour 
levee. If we can get that done we 
are willing to quit. It is the only 
way we see out.” 

If the $3.000,000 compromise bill 
goes through the Legislature about 
$1,600,000 of it is to go to pay the 
Armour interests for the levees al- 
ready built by them, levees that have 
increased the value of their hold- 
according to Judge Mahon, 
about $14,000,000, and $2,000,000 
will go to build levees to’ protect 
the Sutter farmers. If the Tisdell 
levee were torn out there would be 
no necessity for the $3,000,000; but 
there would be a sudden drop in the 
value of the land held by the Ar- 
mour interests, 

“There would ‘still be about 
$8,000,000 profit to the Armour in- 
terests if they were to bulld and pay 
for all the levees.” said Judge Ma- 
hon. “That would be the most 
equitable settlement.” 

Judge Mahon said his ianorest was 
that of the people of Sutter county, 
who were being ruined through the 
manipulatéona of the State Legisla- 
ture and. the State Reclamation 
Board. 
Replyine to another question, 
Judge Mahon said that, in his opin- 
ion, no indictable offense had been 
committed. “We do not charge these 
people with the commission of a fel- 
ony." he said. “They operated, 
thravgh controlling the Legislature. 
But that does not givé them a moral 
right to ruin all these farmers 
to the profit of a few millionaires,

They want 
to come home and get their dis- 
charges, It was stated. The work in 
their regular line of duty cohid be 
performed better at home, it is said. 
But they are kept in Paris, so the 
story runs, because many of them 
are necessary to d6 the photograph- 
ing of the President and the peace 
delezetion. 

This information came to Senator 
Poindexter of Washington in a letter | 
from one of the enlisted photogra- 
phers. Senator Poindexter’s inform- 
ant said all of the men were anxious 
to get home, but were held in the 
service to devote much of their time 
to taking pietures of the President 
and making prints of negatives. 
When Maj. Griffin, the official pho- 
tographer with the Wilson party, 
reached Paris on the first trip of the 
President, he turned over to the 
army photographic section no_ less 
than 300 negatives taken on the trip 
across the Atlantic. A number of 
photographers were ut to work 
turning out prints, with the result 
that approximately 5000 were pro- 
duced, the letter said. 

One enlisted man was detailed to 
accompany the Preside ent to Englaha 
and Italy. He returned with no hes 
than 460 negatives, showing the 
President in a multiplicity eset 
receiving the plaudits of t mir. 
ing populace. Approximately 1700 
prints were made, 900 enlargements 
were prepared and 700 picture post 
cards were produced, according to 
the letter.

tied with a silk cord after which 
the car dashed away at furious 
speed. Somebody held something to 
her nose, she said, and she became 
unconscious until severa! hours later. 
when she was dropped at First and 
Los Angeles streets, and made her 
way home. 

Mary's story traveled through 
the neighborhood like wild fire. 
Several rutsy shotguns were taken 
off the walls, afd a posse organiz 
to hunt the orientalis.

VICTIM DIED NINE MONTHS 
AFTER SHOOTING—MISLAID 
COMPLAINT RESURRECTED. 


An application six monthe old, 
which had been mislaid, was resur- 
rected yesterday and a complaint 
was issued by Deputy District Attor- 
ney Richardson c s H. H. Bol- 
ster, a Veteran st the Soldiers’ 
Home, with murder. The case pre- 
sents remarkable features, in that 
the man slain, Patrick Quinn. also 
a veteran, was shot on December 30, 
1917, admittedly by the defendant, 
and did not die until overs nine 
months later, on October 17.

Bolster 
was tried in the Governor's Court 
at the Soldiers Home and was 
convicted. He was held a short time 
in custody. Then Quinn died. Had 
he lived three months longer a mur- 
der complaint could not have been 
issued, according to the law. . Bol- 
ster was formally arrested at Saw- 
telle last night.

Wife Sues Theda Bara’s Former Manager.

| Russell Palmer, show big ventures 


mixed in with desertion and faflure- 
to-provide tharges. Mr. Palmer, a 
New York promoter, who Mrs, Pal- 
mer some time ago declared, was 
formerly manager for Theda Bara, 
film vampire, was on the eve of 
making a $15,000,000 deal in Eng- 
Jland when the war broke up the ne- 
gotiations. His subsequent net loss, 
his attorneys state, was more than 
$700,000. In 1912 he cleaned up 
$250,000 in one deal, it is said. 

Yesterday he was defending his 
wife's charges that he failed to pro- 
vide for her after the alleged deser- 
tion in June, 1915. He charges her 
with desertion. The battle yesterday 
was an effort on the part of Attor- 
neys Gray and Hupp to show that 
Mrs. Palmer received money from 
her mother whenever she desired it. 
The marriage of the Palmers in 
New Orleans in 1902 was a society 
event. The bride's father was a mil- 
lionaire and her mother was promi- 
nent in social circles. When the fa- 
ther died he left $1,000,000, half of 
which went to the mother. Mrs. Pal- 
mer received about $70,000 from 
her father’s estate and she has an 
interest in her mother’s estate. 

The couple latterly lived much 
apart. Mrs, Palmer came to Califor- 
nia and after three years she met 
her husband in New York. She said 
he appeared indifférent. He kissed 


her, however, when she reminded 
him of it. 

A $50,000 promissory note which 
Mrs. Palmer obtained from her hus- 
band for money advaticed, it is as- 
serted, is an incident in the case. 
She sued on the note, and Mr. Pal- 
mer says that brought his creditors 
down on him. There was a settle- 
ment between the Palmers and & 
contract was d?fAwn up in which 
Mr. Palmer agreed to pay the note 
in installments. On the signing of 
the contract on November 1, 1918, 
he paid $1250. Payments of $2500 
were to be made on January 1 and 
July 1, following.

An effort will be made, it is 
said, to introduce these publications 
by Isadore B. Dockweiler, who rep- 
resents Mrs. Palmer.

ELECTRIC STRIKE LOOMS. 


Several hundred eniployees of 
electrical contractors here have de- 
manded an increase of 80 cents a 
day and a forty-four hour week to 
become effective on the 15th inst. 
Fallureofthe contracting electricians 
to comply with this request will 
precipitate a strike, they say. They 
are now getting $5.60 for an eight- 
hour day. They want Saturday 
afternoons off. Notice of the de- 
mands has been served upon all the 


electrical contractors, who say they 
will not grant them. 

The strike of bushelmen and 
pressers employed by ready-to-wear 
houses, which started about ten 


days ago, seems to be fizzling out. 


Considerable picketing has been done 
during the past two or three days, 
but the garment merchants assert 
that they are able to get plenty of 
help, and business is going along 
about as usual. The bushelmen and 
pressers struck for $30 a week for 
the men and $20 for the women, 
with an eight-hour day, a contract 
and a closed shop. The employers 
agreed to the wage increase and the 
eight-hour day, but are emphatically 
opposed to a union contract and a 
closed shop.

SEEKS INFORMATION 
ON BROTHER'S DEATH. 


SCION OF WEALTHY BUFFALO 
FAMILY VICTIM OF FLU UN- 
DER ANOTHER NAME. 


Seeking to unravel! the mystery of 
his brother’g life in the last fifteen 
years, George Hutchings, a wealthy 
resident of Buffalo, N. Y., last night 
asked attaches of the Receiving Hos- 
pital to help him get in touch with 
anyone knowing the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Edward 
Gibson at the County Hospital No- 
vember 19, 1918. 

Gibson, whose right name was 
Bert Hutchings, a son of a wealthy 
Buffalo resident, left his father’s 
home when he was 15 years old, and 
was not heard from until several 
years ago. From a few letters re- 
ceived from him, his parent learned 
he was in lifornia. He wrote 
about two years ago from Los An- 
geles, and nothing else was heard 
until the parents were notified of the 
man’s deaths 

The investigation carried on by 
George Hutchings showed that the 
man, under the name of Gibson, was 
found in a room at 125 North San 
Pedro street in a dying condition 
from influenza November 18 He 
died the next day.

FEDERAL OFFICIALS BELIEVE 
THEY NOW KNOW WHERE 
OPIUM COMES FROM. 


Local Federal officials expressed 
the belief, yesterday, that with the 
coming trial of Lee On, a clever 
Chicago Chinese, charged with hav- 
ing in his possession fourteen five- 
tael cans of smoking opium, which 
was set by United States District 
Jud Trippet yesterday for April 
22, there will be an expose of the 
existence of a nation-wide smug- 
cling plot that has been hinted at 
but never before uncovered by the 
government. 

For months it has been apparent 
that much of the smoking opium 
peddled in this city and vicinity 
came from the East. The Mexican 
border line is 80 closely watched 
that it is impossible to get any 5 
large quantity of the stuff across. 
But until the arrest of Lee On in 
this city, two weeks ago, there was 
a lack of any definite information 

fix the suspicion and convert it 
nto a fact. 

Lee On is from Chicago, and

Just after 
Lee On left the Grand Union Hotel 
in San Francisco, sixty cans of the 
dope were seized. He came directly 
here and had a Chinese cab driver 
get his trunk at the Southern Pa- 
cifie station and take it to a room- 
ing-house on Apablasa street, where 
it was later located by Federal 
agents. In the trunk also were found 
recent coples of Chicago newspa- 
pers.

session in the first fristance from 
someone who was attempting to ac- 
quire more land than the law per- 
mitted. 

“Thelr. right was not derived 
from nor did it depend upon the 
prior location but upon the terms 
of the Pickett act. They were oc- 
cupying and holding it in their own 
right and as persons lawfully en- 
titled to acquire the property under 
the mining laws. Their possession 
was not tainted by fraud.” 

The hearing developed the fact 
that the Logan Ol] Company was 
engaged in work leading to the dis- 
covery of oll, September 27, 1919, 
when the land was included fn the 
President's withdrawal order of that 
date, and the evidence showed that 
it spent much money in that direc- 
tion. 

The present defendants, the court 
finds, succeeded to the rights of the 
Logan Oil Company, and T. R. Fin- 
ley and his associates, without the 
notice or knowledge of the alleged 
fraud, and by the payment to this 
corporation and individuals. The 
government charged that they had 
no right to the property or its con- 
tents, because the original locations 
were fraudulent and void, being 
made to enable one EB. DP. Burge to 
secure more land than he was en- 
titled to under the mining laws. 

Tt was insisted on behalf of the 
defendants that Mr. Fintey and his 
associates were given a legal inter- 
est in the very valuable oll property 


by the provisions of the act.

TRANGLE HOLD ON INDUSTRY. 

“California has become. noted as & 
State of progressive ideas; why cannot we 
make some progress in coordinating the 
executive departments of the State govern- 
ment to the end that the maximum of effi- 
clency may be obtained at the minimum ex- 

pense?” 
Thig question, put by Will A. Fisher of 
the State Taxpayers’ Association to the Ef- 
ficiency ard Boonomy Committee of the 
California Assembly lart week touches the 
root of the evil of governmeat by coinmis- 
sion in California. The State government 
is composed of “Forty Fat Commissions” 
and sixty others of varying degrees of Sbes- 
ity. of these consmissions composes 
&@ separate dynasty; each is independent of 
all the rest. There is an overlapping of 
function} that leads to “confusion worse 
confounded;"” and from This confusion the 
industries of the State suffer at times to a 

degree that almost surpasses belief. 


Inspectors representing five different 


bor commissiong and four different san!- 
tary cammissions are authorized to super 
vise certain manufacturing industries 
of these commissions {8 clothed with plenary 
powers; each of them is empowered ,to en- 
force its decrees; each is jealous of its 
authority and will yield to none of the oth- 
ers. An industry becomes a madhouse of 
which the inmates are in control. Specific 
instances hate been given almost without 
number fn which the inspector of one com- 
mission orders a radical change to be made 
in the ventilation of a factory. The com- 
pany is subjected to a fine of $100 a day 
until it complies. And when it has done so 


4 the inspector pf another commission ob- 


jects and directs that another form of ven- 
tilation be installed, imposing a penalty of 
$200 a day until it is done. A, third, fourth 
and fifth inspector comes along and compels 
as many congecutive changes. Then the 
first Inspector comes around again and the 
endless chain continues. 

This is not an exaggerated statement of 
éonditions, The conflict among the com- 
missions renders a serene conduct of any 
industry impossible. One commission or- 
ders a partition put in; orders it 
out; aud neither commission yield. 

The inspectors are petty politicians. 
Some of them become subsidized by agents 
for certain sanitary appliances. Whenever 
that special appliance is installed the in- 
spector, benefits; and the manufacturer is 
power to secure relief. . 

Mr. Fisher pointed ‘out that the different 
commissions employ their own attorneys, 
and these attorneys are in almost continu- 
ous disagreement. It is not alone the ex- 
cessive cost of inspection that harasses in- 
dustry; it is particularly the faflure of the 
different commissions to agree. Each com- 
mission is insistent, and all untte to plock 
any attempt at consolidation, because jit 
weuld mean a surrender of the independent 
powers they all naw enjoy. ~ 


Cajifornia, at the mercy of these tyran- | 


nical and conflicting commissions, is a repe- 
tition in, miniaMfire of a world at the mercy 
of conflicting and arbitrary powers that re- 
fuse to unite in a general league to enforce 
peace. What the “State Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation ‘has proposed is really a constitu- 
tion that would force these independent dy- 
nasties to co-operate for the general wel- 
fare. But its task is even more difficult 
than that of the Peace Conference at Paris 
because ‘the commissions themselves have 
not suffered, ag have the peoples of the 
different warting nations. it ig the tax- 
payers of the State who suffer and the in- 
dustries by which the wealth of the State 
is produced. And the taxpayers themselves

mento, oufside a little coterie of ten “As- 
semblymen and three Senators named by

jumped from $17,000,000 to $43,000,000 in 
eight years; and why the cost of govern- 
ment in‘ California last year was greater 
than the gross cost of eight neighboring 


Against the disclosures made by’the State 
Taxpayers’ Association the State adminis- 
tration has organized a conspiracy of si- 
lence. When the hearing before the Econ- 
omy and Efficiency Commission was set for 
Thursday night Speaker Wright of the As- 
sembly called the first night session of the 
Assembly that has been held this year. No 
sooner had the members of the Los Angeles 
delegation gathered at the hearing than 
sergeants-at-arms of the Assembly appeared 
to carry them to the Assembly chamber, 
where a “call of the House” had been is- 
sued. It was nearly midnight—after the

r der twelve general departments without 


abolishing any function now performed by 
the government, would cut out more than 
four hundred salaried State offices and could 
be put. into effect within three months. To 
this argument there was, and could be, no 
reply. Mr. Fisher read an official repert 
setting forth that this plan of co-ordination 
saved the State of Illinois $4,000,000 ip 
twelve months. 

It is too much to hope for any relief from 
the present Legislature. As The Times has 
pointed out, it is controlled by the old ma- 
chine; and the machine bas clever propa- 
gandists and press agents as apt at exple- 
nation and excuse as were the Huns. The 
one hope for an efficient and economic State 
government lies in an appeal to the voters 
themselves. That appeal may be made next 
year at the State election.

MERICAN ISOLATION, — 

Our historic policy of isolation and 
non-interference in European affairs, which 
we were accustomed to emphasize so strong- 
ly in and out of season, did much to bring 
on the great war and still more to force us 
inte it. If, unhappily, we should return to 
this policy and refuse to do our part in the 
work of the League of Nations in keeping 
the peace of the world, such course on our 
part would be likely to cause other wars 
and to force us to participate in them if 
we are to protect ourselves from insult and 
attack. 

Before the war Germans read and heard 
again and again our repeated declarations 
that we had no interest in Eyrapean affairs 
and would not concern ourselves with Her 
quarrels, and so they firmly believed that 
there was no possibility of our being a fac- 
tor in any war they might yndertake in Eu- 
rope or Asia. They did not think of us in 
that connection at all. Had they been con- 
vinced that there was any possibility of 
our coming into the war with our great re- 
enyrces, especially if we had been reason- 
ally prepared in a military way to do so, 
there ig scarcely a possibility that they 
would have dared open hostilities. 

After the war began a host of American 
politicians, statesmen, professors. journal- 
ists and writers continued to proclaim with 
ever-increasing vehemence our policy of ab- 
solute non-interference in Europe so that 
the Germans were confirmed in their belief 
that we would never do anything to check 
their outrages. Even er German attacks 
upon our own rights became of almost dally 
occurrence these Americans, some for one 
reason, some for another, kept up their 
clamor, reiterating that we must keep out 
of European affairs at all cost. No wonder 
Germans thought they were safe from us, 
no matter what they did. 

If, as some of our Senators and Congress- 
men are urging us to do, we return to our 
pre-war policy of isolation, it is quite likely 
that some day, in the not distant future, 
history may repeat itself. Convihced that 
she can defe@ others in Europe and that, 
so far as they are concerned, we are prac- 
ically non-existent, some European nation 
may try to conquer her neighbors and start 
another world war. If such a calamity 
comes we cannot escape the responsibility. 

Theoretically, it is not difficult for a super- 
heated imagination to prove to its owner 
and ta others who want to think so that 
the League of Nations will be certain to 
stert universal war and that for us to join 


its counall WH force us to participate tn | 


such war. But, even if this wild idea were 
really true, it would be no more and no 
worse than what our 


policy of iso- 
lation and its ac- 
complished, and if returned to will almost 


certainly accomplish again.

WASHINGTON NOT A 
LITTLE

The name of George Washington 
fis much bandied to and fro in these 
days in connection with the League 
of Nations. When he was alive it 
was his lot to be continually misun- 
derstood by narrow and shortsighted 
politicians, and perhaps it is only. to 
be expected that the same a 
should follow him when deaf. “h 
any case it is the same type of ‘men 
who in the first instance most abused 
him for his words about “entangling 
alliances” who now seize upon tffese 
words to entangle him in @ propa- 
Sanda wholly alien to his temper. 

In any discussion of Washington's 
attitude in this matter it should be 
made clear that he was not standing 
out for a policy of timid conserva- 
tism, but for an audacious departure 
from the familiar 2ut outgrown pol- 
ley of the past. Any fair historical 
study of that famous utterance fu 
the “Farewell Address” and, of many 
similar utterances scattered through 
his letters makes it plain that he 
was contending for a policy that In 
a fundamental respect was the same 
as that of the defenders of the 
league—he was trying to lead the 
American people out of the narrow 
and outgrown policy of more than « 
hundred years, a bold and pertl- 
ous course of natienal self-assertion 
worthy of their new dignity and 
power as an independent people. 
The geld way of colonialism had been 
safe and easy in its evasion of ré- 
sponsibility, but it had become dis- 
credited by new conditions that 
made it rely and inadequate. 
And for this insistence, and especial- 
ly for that famous phrase in the 
“Farewell Address,” Washington was 
violently abused by all that class of 
provincial politicians who are de- 
nouncing the league today. 

It is plain now for anyone to see 
that Washington, by his cautions 
against European alliances, was 
seeking to develop a national instead 
of a colonial coneciousness In the 
American people. It was an all but 
impossible task! The only national 
policy they had ever known was that 
of colonials, who -leaned upon a 
stronger power. They had been 
jerked and dangled, like the tail of 
a kite, after the foreign policy cf 
Great Britain, and had been involved 
in every political complication of the 
mother country. When she was at 
war they were at war, and her ene- 
mies were their enemies. Now that 
they had become a nation ‘they still 
thought in terms of colonial timidity 
ard looked to an alliance with one 
of the great powers. They had not 
come to national consciousness: 
they did not understand what inde 
pendence meant.” And as the : 
nection with England had just beh 
severed, a powerful party were in 
favor of a hard and fast alliance 
with France, all the more tempting 
because of her republican profes 
sions. 

Washington was Bold enough and 
far-seeiftfg enough to see that a pol- 
icy of complete severance from Eu- 
rope, utterly untried and novel ag it 
was, was essential if the American 
people were evér to achieve the hon- 
orable estate of a self-directing na- 
tion. The call of dignity and honor 
and opportunity was a call to com- 
plete neutraijity in the European 
quartels in which they had hitherto 
been a helpless part. (He saw the 
new demands of self-respect and self- 
assertion that were like a débt of 
honor upon us if we were.to take 


our place in the fellowship of na- * 


tions.) But for holding to this bold 
but unpoptlar espousal of a larger 
destiny he was abused_and insulted 
in every way that thé political in- 
genuity of his time could devise. 
Todar—when we have achieved 
what was then unthinkable—when 
we have not only become a great na- 
tion, but'one w very greatness 
involves us In new obdligationg to 
humanity, where would Washing- 
ton’s farseeing and large-minded 
boldness carry him? Not, at least, 


into the inglorious camp of states- , 


men whose farsightedness is direct- 
ed into the past! How well he knew 
them—the Reeds and Potndexters 
and Borahs who plagued his day! 
And it is not with them that his high 
sense of national honor would align 
bim in this crisis of a new world in 
the making! His voice would be the 
first to bid us rise above the outworn 
policy of isolation—now become as 
futile as selfish—and declare again 
an American policy of interdepend- 
ence that shall be worthy of our high 
estate.

CAN'T TAKE PAY 
AS PSYCHISTS. 


Proposed “Spook” Ordinance 
Hits Fortune-Tellerss, 


Finding Mines or Lost Spouses 
not Proper Business. 


Welfare Committee Measure 
Submitted to Council. 


After months of consideration of 
what has been popularly termed the 
“spook” ordimance, including nu- 
merous and extensive public hear- 
ings, the Welfare Committee of the 
City Council yesterday presented 
the draft of the proposed measure, 
increasing tho safeguards to the pub- 
lic. The Council postponed action on 
it for‘one week. 

This ordinance provides that it 
shall be unlawful for any person for 
pay or remuneration of any «Xind 


whatever, by means of occult or 
psychic powers, faculties or forces, 
to undertake or pretend to find or 
restore lost or stolen money or 
property, to undertake or pretend 
to locate oj] wells, gold and silver 
or other ores, to undertake or pre- 
tend to restore lost love, friendship 
or affection, or to pretend to unite 
or reunite or to find lovers, hus- 
bands, wives, lost relatives or 
friends. 

The clause covering advertising 
provides that it shall be unlawful 
to advertise, or for any person, firm 
or corpora print or circpilate 
advertisements of this class of busl- 
ness other than the name, address, 
telephone number and hours of busi- 
4nese of such person. together with 
tht name or names of the calling, oc- 
cupation or profession or art car- 
ried on, engaged in or practiced. 

The ordinance provides that noth- 
ing contained therein shali be 
deemed to prohibit any bone fide 
church or religious organisation 
from publishing and announcing no- 
tices of the meetings of such church 

or religious organisation. 
vided that fees, gratylities, emolu- 
ments or profits of such church min- 
isters shal be paid solely for the 
benefit of the organigations, but 
nothing in the ordinance mE to be, 
prohibitive of voluntary con- 
tributions to such church or religious 
by any person receiv- 
ing its services, This section is to 
meet the objections raised by mem- 
bers of Spiritualist churches. /
